EAST JORDAN —- Vis- 
iting the dentist office is not 
something most people look 
forward to doing.

According to Dr. Brian 
Sladics, the Waterlase is a 
laser, which received FDA 
approval for use in the den- 
tal field in 1998. The advan- 
tage of laser dentistry over 
other units is its efficiency, 
precision, and ability to re- 
duce the need for local an- 
esthesia. 

The Waterlase is an invis- 
ible laser with a small red 
light, which operates as an 
aiming device for the den- 
tist. 

“When the laser is work- 
ing, there is absolutely no 
vibration or friction on the 
tooth or soft tissue. There- 
fore, many procedures can 
be done with little and 
sometimes no local anes- 
thetic. This means that

an injection or fat lip before 
treatment with the laser,” 
Dr. Sladics said. 

The unit produces a laser 
beam. “There is a water 
spray, which interacts with 
the laser beam creating a 
release of energy, which 
works on the hard or soft tis- 
sue. This is why the unit is 
called a Waterlase, because 
water is a critical part of 
how this laser unit works,” 
Sladics said. 

The laser has multiple 
uses in dentistry including: 
gum surgeries, fillings, root 
canals, bone cutting, tooth 
whitening, and desensitiza- 
tion of tooth surfaces. 
“Speaking from personal 
experience, it is best utilized 
to clean small cavities that 
do not have previous silver 
fillings already in place. 
Eighty-five percent of the 
time, no local anesthetic is 
needed.” Dr. Sladics said 
“early detection of cavities 
to insure work with a laser, 
and therefore avoid the 
dreaded numb, drill, and 
fill.”

Investigative 
team’s focus is on 
drug overdose 


deaths

BOYNE CITY — 
Charlevoix County’s drug 
death investigative team 
worked with the Boyne City 
Police Department on a case 
recently, when the case in- 
volved a suspected drug 
overdose death. 

The department and EMS: 
responded to a call on Jan. 
14 from 911 Central Dis- 
patch, stating a woman was 
believed to be dead in her 
apartment. Roberta King 


had died and the county « 


medical examiner deter- 
mined the death was from 
an overdose of drugs. Re- 
sults of an autopsy are still 
pending. 


The investigative team is: 


called in by the prosecuting 
attorney when a death is un- 
attended or when a drug 
overdose is suspected. 

With a team of experi- 
enced investigators of dif- 
ferent jurisdictions, it pro- 
vides a consistent and more 
rapid investigation, said 
Boyne City Police Chief 
Randy Howard. 

“It’s a proactive approach, 
not a reactive one,” Howard 
said. “It provides a uniform 
investigation and prosecu- 
tion.” He explained having 
the team on scene means 
numerous leads are fol- 
lowed up by several inves- 
tigators. 

The team was developed 


and instituted by county 
prosecutor John Jarema in 
early 2005. Its purpose is to 
provide a thorough investi- 
gation of all drug related 
deaths in Charlevoix 
County. 

Six investigators from 
various law enforcement 


agencies make up the team: 
one from the Michigan State 


John Jarema | 


Police, two -from the 
sheriff’s office and one from 
each of the county’s cities, 
Boyne City, East Jordan and 
Charlevoix. 

“My goal is to have a 
swift investigation, to get 
the best possible investiga- 


tion we can and hold people ~ 


accountable,” Jarema said. 
Federal law and a new 
Michigan statute provide for 
prosecution of anyone who 
supplies drugs to a person 
who dies from those drugs. 
The Michigan statute is 
MCL 333.7401, known as 
“delivery of controlled sub- 
stance causing death.” The

‘CENTRAL LAKE — A 
bring-in-more-chairs 
crowd greeted speaker 
Tom Kelly Thursday, Jan. 
25 , at the Central Lake 
Government Center. Usu- 
ally he is educating fifth to 
eighth grade youngsters, 
over 70,000 of them, since 
he founded the Inland Seas 
Education Association to 
excite children about sci- 
ence and encourage them 
to commit themselves and 
their families and friends 
to scientific exploration: 

_ Thursday night’s audi- 
ence consisted of adults 
whose concerns about the 
invasions of sea life which 
threaten our lakes ranged 
from those of rank new- 
comers to those of long 
term members of the Three 
Lakes Association. Kelly 
addressed them all in his 
presentation and the ques- 
tion period which fol- 
lowed. 

Kelly began with a his- 
tory of the invasions. 
Most of these invasive 
threats begin in the 
Caspian Sea, and since the 
opening of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway in 1959 
have been arriving into our 
inland seas in the ballast 
water from foreign ships 
and even more recently in 
non-ballast ships which

The sea lamprey, the 
first invader, began attach- 
ing themselves to trout, 
nearly destroying that 
population in the Great 
Lakes. The 60’s brought 
the alewives which be- 
came, at their worst, 98 
percent of the fish popula- 
tion in Lake Michigan. 
Salmon was deliberately 
introduced to combat the 
alewives and did, but a 
new invader, the zebra 
mussel, arrived in Lake St. 
Clair and the St. Clair 
River in 1988, and spread 
throughout the great and 
the inland lakes and rivers 
and is still with us. In 
1999, one of the invaders 
was first discovered in 
West Traverse Bay by a 
boatload of middle school 


_ kids on one of Kelly’s sail- 


ing schooners. 

The quagga mussel later 
joined its water-filtering 
zebra cousin, and all mus- 
sels present a whole new 
threat because of their in- 
gesting and spewing out of 
the waters in which they 
live. They clarify the wa- 
ter while ingesting one cell 


plants as food, but that also. 


allows sunshine to pen- 
etrate farther into the wa- 
ter depth and grow new bo- 
tanical threats such as 
stonewort which decay, 
float to the surface, and 
foul the shorelines. This 
process allowed botulism 
to grow in the tempting 
fare on the beaches which 
recently has killed many 
waterfowl in Michigan. In 
Peru a few years ago such 
botulism killed thousands 
of people, always a possi- 
bility elsewhere.” 

A newer invader, a little 
shrimp called an amphi- 
pod, consumed thousands 
of square meters of the fa- 
vorite food of the whitefish 
which literally began to 
starve and die in great 
numbers. The adaptive 
whitefish, however, has 


‘begun eating its new food, 


the zebra mussel, and is 
staging a comeback, al- 


though smaller than its an- 
cestors. So some of these 
earlier hunters are becom- 
ing the hunted, but new 
predators keep arriving. 

One of the newest crit- 
ter invaders, the 184th by 
expert count, is the goby, 
a voracious eater of fish 
eggs, a potential destroyer 
of all fish varieties. An- 
other is the rusty crayfish, 
a particularly aggressive 
creature. Science News 
just two weeks’ ago 
warned, on line, the prob- 
able dangers of the newest, 
the hemimysis, the “red 
shrimp” which reproduces 
rapidly and abundantly. 
Although what it will at- 
tack is yet unknown, its 
rapid reproduction alone is 
a threat. 

Other ballast water dan- 
gers are botanical. 
Phragmites are grasses that 
rapidly rootspread on 
shores and require a dedi- 
cated three year program 
before being destroyed 
rather than destroying. A 
recent lovely sunset pic- 
ture printed in a local 
newspaper identified these 
just as sea grasses, not as 
a plant that can destroy ev- 
erything in its path. 

Some threats have been 
introduced by man to over- 
come a known threat and 
then become an even 


* “worse threat. Man-intro-

. Exercise helps protect you from injury, especially when the care recipient needs physical help such as 


assistance transferring to and from a wheelchair. 


. The Family Caregiver Alliance suggests preparing a list of things that need doing. This makes it easier to 
delegate when someone offers help. By letting others help, you are providing a web of support rather than a 


single lifeline. 


. Joining a support group to vent feelings can also connect you to information and resources about your care 
recipient’s condition. This kind of information helps you anticipate certain needs and ask better questions of 


medical professionals.
